2* In early December 1949 fi'U Ti-ohou was occupying the former Hong Kong residence 
of CHANG Xian-fu**. he aid not attend the local CCP meetings. It was believed 
that he had acted as liaison between XAav anii-kee (Cft’JBtf Chia-keng) and 
H.A0 Xse-tuag. 

3. CHANG T 1 ieh-sheng appears to play a leading role in CCP finance and policy 
matters in Hong nong. 
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
